"I've established these farms on

"Made," Pegler. Decides After Survey.

BAD GODESBERG. Germany—On the landing at the top ot the 


graceful flight of stairs in John J. McCloy's palatial embassy, I came 
face to face with a life-size photograph of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
I 


could almost hear his melodious Harvard-Groton cockney as I heard 
it that afternoon so long ago promising: American mothers and 
fathers "agayn and agayn and agayn" that their sons would not be 
sent to fight in a foreign war. 


McCloy wasn't in. Notwithstanding his 56 years, he was trying 


to keep pace with his 14-year-old son who had been 
studying Scandinavian nip-ups and double-shuffles 
on bedslats down at Gramisch Partcnkirchen where 
the Nazis held their Olympic games in 1936, and 
fouled one of his skis and smashed an ankle. It is 
not just a crack- but a real production. The joint 
is mangled with splinters churned up in the juice 
and cartilege, but he had the luck to fall into the 
hands of a young" German doctor who gave him a *„', 
clean set soon after it happened so he probably will ^ 
be "out and around in a few weeks. 


I wanted to look at McCloy's office because Al 


len Ellender, the senator from Louisiana, after a 
iv^Tihro 


flying leap. through this fantastic area a few weeks ago, let out a 
;hrill squawk of anguish about the luxury and extravagance of Mc- 
Cloy's office. Ellender. is a fine one to talk. -I sat for days in Huey 
Long's perpendicular statehouse in Baton Rouge at one of those spe- 
cial scssons ol the Jcgisiatuie aim that S,,H..U,HJ; little twirp sat 
there in the speaker's chair of' the house nodding his head on his 
one-way neck when the faintest spark of self-r.i>pcot should have 
prompted him to snoot Iwmselt. 
And that building where he pre- 


sided over this massive betrayal, as close to Hitlerism as any- 
thing we have ever had since reconstruction in the South, was a 
itting monument to the corruption which put him in that chair and 
ater sent him to Washington. 


McCloy snapped bacK that Ellender hit town at four p. m. when 


it was already dusk and blew the next morning and I gather that 
he set a track iccord and might have done beiwor on oaimed turns. 
But 1 will have to say that even In one squint he easily could have 
seen signs of extravagance and carpetbaggmg in this regime. 
I 


did not see McCloy's ouice but 1 diu visit his deputy, Major Gen- 
eral George Hays, whose personal premises were neat but by no 
means lavish, so i am willing to believe that McCloy's are just about 
the same. However, Uie high commissioner's executive plant occu- 
pies a great mansion, lormeny the home of a German banker named 
Deickmann, right smack on the Kiune, which is a beautitul river 
nevertheless, however you may think it compares with the Hudson. 


Bigotry is so strong against the Germans for scuffing up 


other people's countties'and lor the horrors of'Hitler's reign that 
Americans are always saying the Knine has nothing on Goose creek 
or the old mill stream, tfui it is a rignt'pretty river just the same 
and our corny little legends of the Indian maid who jumped off a 
rock and drowned herself because pale-lace pioneer heap shootem 
boy friend, are paltiy little broiii^-a by comparison with the liter- 
ature ol tne legends wnich peiinuutc the air along this stream. 


Hays sits with his back to the window 9nd 1 wouldn't be sur- 


prised at' McCloy does too, because a man could never get any work 
done with that scenery in front of him. 
However, they haven't 


given themselves any the worst 01 it because, aside from his vice- 
legal status, which is good vitamins for any man's vanity, and 
.Mcuoy has his share ot that, he gets a house free and a household 
guard of American foot-soldiers, reminiscent of old Moosejaw's 
Koyal Hyde Park Fusiliers. And, as I just happened to notice in the 
high commission's own phone book, Hays rates a master sergeant who 
is hsted as his "house sergeant." And, of course, the general gets 
free rent, too, as, in fact, all of them do, and, until that Decem- 
ber 1, the whole bunch of tnem got one or more Germans to serve 
them free as household servants. 


"One extravagance that doesn't meet the eye because it was 


tossed out, was a mess of about $15,000 worth of office furniture 
that McCloy didn't like the looks of and so replaced with new. They 
get that way, you know. The free servants were sawed off when 
they moved the whole show into Bonn and this little city of Bad 
Godesberg, just adjacent, to occupy a village of new apartments 
which are supposed to be the latest thing m habitations but would 
drive any normal human being nuts with their enormous depart- 
ment-store windows and their damned "efficiency," being, altogether, 
about as home-like as a fish-bowl. Noxv they have to pay their own 
servants, but the important point is that servants can be had by 
contrast with the fix that Americans find themselves in at home 
since we adopted unemployment pay and hit upon the trick of drum- 
ming up a war' "effort" every time Roosevelt or Turman saw an. 
other collapse coming. 
The Germans call this reservation 
th« 


American ghetto or the gilded ghetto, a neat turn of repartee that 
they adopted when the occupation forbade fraternization and seg- 
regated them in 19-15. 


There is a separate village for the Germans employed in the 


carpetbag bureaucracy of the high commission and the British have 
a similar layout which I haven't seen yet. I have a lot more informa- 
tion, but I have been writing too long lately and it will keep until 
tomorrow.

Backman 
said in a prepared 


statement that the full demands 
of the CIO United Steel Workers 
of America would cause industry 
hourly labor costs to rise 30 per 
cent. 


He continued: "That amount is 


more than 10 times as great as 
the annual increase in productivi- 
ty that might be anticipated on 
the basis of past experience." 


Lower Productivity 


The economist said steel produc- 


tion per wage-earner hour showed 
an annual rate of increase "slight- 
ly lower" than the three per cent 
estimated for all American manu- 
facturing. 


Backman disputed a union re- 


port saying steel productivity in- 
creased four per cent "in recent 
years." 


The steel industry witness, who 


started his testimony yesterday, 
said that any rise in wages, bene- 
"its, living standards or other im- 
>rovements must come at least 
partially out of productivity. 


Backman said average hourly 


earnings of steel workers have

Held Their Own

NEW YORK, (AP) — Branch

a new scientific soil powder on 
the Pirates' infield this summer in 
hopes of haxing fewer games post- 
poned by wet weather. 


The powder is krilium, a yellow 


dust, a synthetic resin, which 
transforms the structure of the 
soiL 


Rickey to Use It 


Rickey, it was learned today, 


has arranged with the inventors 
of the powder, the Monsanto 
chemical company of St. Louis, to 
try it out this season, as a result 
of experiments they made last 
summer on Hudson field, Dayton, 
Ohio. 


Krilium enables the soil to hold 


30 per cent more water without 
becoming muddy. It keeps the mud 
from sticking as badly to spikes 
and shoes. It makes soil perma- 
nent porous, so that water dries 
put much faster. 


But the soil does not get a hard 


crust in dry weather. It is said 
to make base sliding easier, with 
less risk of Injuries. The infield is 
not so dusty when dry.

$230 robbery-murder were Walter 
J. Pratl, 19, Joseph Crtocicone, 20, 
and Richard Marvin, 21. Georg* 
Schombari, 25, was given a 14- 
year term—the minimum under * 
murder conviction. 


A fifth member of the gang;, 


Richard G. Nielsen, 21, was con* 
victed by a jury last V.ednesday. 
The jury fixed his penalty at 17 
years and was reprimanded for 
"softness" by Judge Covelll.

"There is no immunity here," 


"I'm making a tape re- 
cording of everything I say here 
for their benefit and they can 
start their lawsuits this after- 
noon."

McCarthy reviewed his previous 


charges of Communists in govern- 
ment, then repeated his recent 
accusations about Nash. Imme-

against Nash, .including the as- 
sertion that his information had 
been taken from FBI files.

ed at St. Francis hospital. 


The hospital told the seven doc- 


tors last week that they must eith- 
er quit the hospital'staf f. or sever 
connections with the Dutchess 
County Planned P a r e n t h o o d 
League. 


The Ministerial association said 


it recognized the right of a Cath- 
olic hospital to require its staff 
physicians to conform to its regu- 
lations "in their practice within 
the hopsital."

"We hold," the resolution said, 


"that a hospital that receives the 
support of the whole community 
owes an obligation beyond its own 
icligious constituency."

hospital yesterday.

League last Friday after the hos- 
pital issued the order. A third doc- 
tor withdrew his services from 
the league.

CHICAGO, 
AP)— Your mouth 


is a wonderful incubator for bac- 
teria — dark, warm and moist with 
a constant temperature — so proper 
mouth hygiene is essential 
for 


oral health, a dentist said today. 


Dr. Robert Lee Dement of At- 


lanta, Ga.. told the Chicago Dental 
Society there always are between 
35 and 45 different kinds of bac- 
teria present in the mouth and 
that they get in their best work of 
multiplying while you are asleep. 


"During the sleeping hours the 


mouth is closed, as a rule," he 
said, "and this makes for a won- 
derful incubator. So before re- 
tiring the mouth and teeth should 
be cleansed and 
the gingival 


(gum) 
tissues exercised through- 


ly." 


He said that for proper oral 


hygiene a person should, brush his 
teeth four times a day — before 
and after breakfast, after lunch, 
and after dinner or before retir- 
ing. He should supplement his 
tooth bmshing with a 
tongue 


scraper, mouth wash and dental 
floss. Dr. Dement said. What's 
more, he should have two tooth- 
brushes — one with soft bristles for 
before breakfast and another with 
stiffer bristles for gum exercise 
before bedtime.
